The party thon 
proceeded to o place by the sen 
called Hak Sek Kok, On thel way, 
Lau Choi escaped. The four vic- 
tims were rowed out to a junk 
and placed in the hold.  Leter, 
they were tranferred to a smaller 
boat. On this small boat, tho 
robbers demanded $5,500 from the 
Cheung brothers. $800 from Yim 
Chan who was the master of. the 
Ten House and $400 from Chui 
Yin-ting, 

They, were told that if the 
money was not paid, thev would; 
be shot. Ail of them were kicked 
and the water torture was admin- 
istered to Cheung Hoji-man, who 
wis master of the Hop Shing 
Grocers at Ching Shan. The boat 
travelled’ for another day when 
they were put ashore at 7 pm. 
Cheung Hol-lai and Yim Chan 
were tyken to.n derelict house and 
kept thereunder guard for aslx or 
seven days when they escaped to 
Tai Ping. The other two were 
fold to collect the ransoms for all 
four and set free next morning? 
When, Cheung Hoj-man — reached 
home, ‘he borrowed $1,400 from 
friends and with $600 of his own, 
told his nephew to take the money 
to Tai Ping. The nephew stayed 
there for a week but could not 
contact the robbers, When Cheun-r 
Hoi-lni- reached home he — found 
that ho was robbed of clothing to’ 
the value of $1000. .The Cheunr 
brothers and Yim Chan were call- 
ed ‘but suid they could not iden- 
tify the robbers, 

Of the three accused, Ne Yee- 
chau was divcharged, and. Lau 
Kam-sing died, in hospital about 
a week The cose was 
adjourned, .
